, April 14.—One of the Fenian rendezvons in Maine 
is said to he Mont Desert, and a British veasel fs said 
to be cruising near Frenchman's Bay on the look-out. 


The Herald's East port telegram says :—“ The Bri- 
tish man-of-war Pylades went to sea very sudden] 
yesterday afternoon. It is enid that fifty of the crew 
had mutinied and were put in irons, hence the depar- 
ture. The men of other vessels have been tampered 
with, and similar difficulties are expected. Yeaterda 
a party of English soldiers orossed-from St. Stephens 
to Calais, where they got into a dispute with some 
Fenians, when a fight took place, resulting in their 
being driven back over the bridge which crossea the 
river between the two towns. No lives were lost. The 
citizens joined with the Fenians in the fight.” 

“The steamer from Boston this morning brought 
abont 200 more Fenians. They were quartered in 
town. A largo number of Fenians havo just arrived 
in tlie steamer fromm New York.” 

The Herald's Portland deapateh of the 14th states 
that all was then quiet there. The 100 cases of guns, 
refured earrings by the steamship company, were 
shinped on a schooner te Eastport, 

The Iferald’s Eastport telegram, dated the 15th, 
says:— Nine armed Fenians captured the revenue 
flag on Indian Taland last night. They belonged to 
the crew of the Fenian privatcer, from which they 
lowered a boat. and proceeded with muffled oars to 
the apot, actually under the guns of the English war 
ship Pylades and within reach at any moment of the 
picket hoat. The flag was surrendered without a 
shot heing fired. It is believed there were no sol- 
diera on the istand.”
